Fe* of the World war veterans and bual- 
newsmen J libbing their hands in anticipation 
of bonus money sometime nextsum raer would 
car* to be called inflationists. Yet, without 
being aware of It in most eases, they are 
the backbone of the inflationist bloc. 
They are eager lo participate In the bene­ 
fits of widespread distribution of money. 
Some of them do not believe the bonus bill 
should have been passed, but ail of them are 
looking forward with pleasure to the money 
which it will put into circulation. They are 
innocent victims of inflationary reasoning. 
This is the standard course which Infla­ 
tion takes. Criticism of questionable mani­ 
pulation of money is atifled at the outlet tty 
a more rapid circulation of money. An Illu­ 
sion of widespread benefit Is created Debt­ 
ors and creditors are grateful. If this is In­ 
flation. they arc Inclined to say, we don't see 
anything wrong with it. 
Inflation was not foreseen when the bonus 
was granted, to he sure It was lo be paid 
after a definite period with funds obtained 
by taxation. There was no hint of inflation 
in such a plain. But that Is not the way tho 
bonus is going to be paid. T h at’s the hard 
way. 
It will be paid by issuance ol bonds added 
lo ait already awkwardly large national debt 
Congress does not want lo vote new lax* s;
